which ſhe did to the generall liking of all. 

Then in chuling tg her ſclfe for aide and al- 

ſiſtance wiſe and learned men for her privy 

Counſcll : as time well knowcs ſhee had 

able men both for courage and wiſcdome. 

Then ſhe took care for forraigne matters, 
that Ambaſladors ſhould be ſcat to all the 
Chriſtian Princes,to ſignific unto them that 
her liſter' {ary was dcad, 

To the Emperour of Germery (he ſent Sir 
T homas (haloner with Letters, which ſhee 
writ with her owne hand : togive him to 
underſtand, that ſhe by Gods grace did by 
right of inheritance.and conſent of her Sub- 
jes,fucceede her liſter in her Kingdomes: 
and delired nothing more, than that the an-= 
cient amity betwixt the houſes of England 
and Axftrie, might not onely b= kept, but 
alſo increaſed : Theſe were the very words 
ſhe ſent and wgric at that time to the Empe- 
rour Ferdinand, 

To the Spaniard: inthe Netherlands (hee 
{ent the Lord Cobham, withinſtruftions to 
the ſame purpoſe : and fo tv ather Kings 
and Princes of ſevcrall Nations, did (hee 


ſend Ambafladors to continue love and a- 
mity 


- 
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mity , a$ before there had beence. 

King Philip, being then at Spaine , and 
hearing of the death of Queene Mary his 
witc,tcaring he ſhould loſc histitle of being 
King of England, ſent over the Count of Fe- 
744,10 treate a match betweene King Philip, 
and Qucene Elizabeth, promiling to pros 
cure a {pcciall diſpenſation from the Bilhop 
of Rome for their lawfull marriage. This 
troubled the Quceene very much, that the 
molt Potent Prince of Exrope, and one that 
had very well deſerved of her, ( for wnder 
God he preſerved her life )ſhould be rejet- 
ed by her, when of his owne voluntary mo- 
tion he fought to her for marriage, The 
Queene ſccing the matter urged and follow- 
ed fo cloſe,that ſhe was never at quiet, but 
daily {olicited for marriage, wiſcly, andin 
her breai! con{dered of it, and that it was 
to be wrh tor filters husband,gavethis an- 
twer,that it was unft,and againſt facred au- 
thority,for 1 {i'tcrto marry with ber decea- 
{ed tiſters lusband, as altogether undiſpen- 
ible, The King ſhee put off by little, and 
Iittle with modeftanſwers , and maidenly 
(hamectaiſtnefle ; but indeed 1t was out of” 
icruplc of Conſcience, | 

The, King P-ilip leaving his faite, and 

falling 
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falling in Icague with the French Kings 
Daughter, and ready to be marricd ; not- 
withſtanding he thinking of the ſtate and - 
dignity of England, perſwaded the Empe- 

rour Ferdinend,his Vncle;to commend on: 

of his ſonnes to Queene Elizabeth, for an 

Husband ,which he forthwith did,by letters 

fall-fraught with love and great promiſes : 

And the better to obtaine their purpoſe, 
King Philip wrote letters to the ſame effeR, 
molt frankly promiſing to Quzence Eliza- 

beth his ſpeciall love and favour, in aiding 
:nJ1 aſſiſting her upon all occaſions and nes 
ceiſities. 

"Allthis wl:jle ſhe gave them hearing and 
great reſpeR ; but til her mind c,out of her 
{ingularlove to her Countrey, was more at- 
tentive to the publicke good ,and ſetling the 
protcſtantReligion,that ſhe almoſt quite put 
out of her minde the love of Potent Princes: 
yet for allthis there fought at the fame time 
to her for marriage Charles, Arch-Duke of 
Auſtria, the younger ſonne of the fore-taid 
Ferdinand : Likewiſe lames Araine,com- 
mendended to her by the Proteſtants ot 
Scetland,, with purpoſe to unite by him the 

divided Kingdomes of England 2nd Scer- 
/and, but fone i}.2 2ave him his anſwer. 
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Then was ſhee carneltly ſued unto for mar- 
riage, with a great commendation of the 
man, Errick King of Swedland, by the 
meancs of /ohn his Brother Duke of Friz- 
land . whom Goftavus their Father had ſent 
4 little before into Eng/and for that pur- 
poſe, having the more hope to ſpecde, for 
that he was of the ſame Religion with her: 
She thanked him for his ſingular love and 
favour, and did much acknowledge him 
for her triend , commending him for his 
zood parts ; ſaying, that (hee could not yet 
perſwade her minde to change her lingle 
life ( moſt pleaſing to her ) for a marryed 
life , praying him therefore to tryc her 
kindnefdſc in any other matter , and though 
he ſped not in his ſuite , yet hee would not 
thinkec his love 11]-beſtowed : fo he retur- 
ned home after the ſpace of fixe moneths, 
when he had left no meancs untricd to pro- 
cure the — 

But Charles of Auſtria hoped and expett- 
<d that the houſe of Aufri2,which had bin 
moſt fortunate by matching with the grea- 
teſt Princeſſe, ſhonld bec augmented by the 
addition of England, and alſo that by him 
the old Religion ſhould be, if not revoked, 
yet at the lealtwiſe tolerated, Neither did 


Queen® 
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(QQuezne Elizabeth at firſt daſh cut off his 
lope : for ſhe made open ſhew, ard prote- 
{tcd before divers of her Noble men, and 
by Lerters to the Emperour , that amongſt 
many molt honourable matches propoun- 
ded,none was more honourable than this, 
with Charles of Auſtria, 

In aſhort time after came the Duke of 
eTo8,to folicite the Queene to Marry,and 
with him came all the Flowers of France 
for his aſſociates, where they were royally 
entertained at Court, with fcalting, tilting, 
and ſuch like Princely ſports : the match 
being treated on, and liked on both fides, 
Articles were drawne and agreed upon be- 
tweene the Yzeene and the Duke, of Anios, 
and hkewiſe by thoſe who were Commyſ- 
foniers for that purpoſe , fo that now all 
things were concluded , and drawne toa 
head, but the Courtiers mindes were di- 
verſly affeted , foine leaped for joy , ſoine 
were a{tonithed and ſome were caſt downe 
with forrow. The 2ncenes women(who 
with whom fhe was familiar ) waild and 
wept teares , and by laying terrours before 
her, did ſovexeher mince with anguih, 
that (he ſpent the night jn dolefull carc 
without fleepe,amongtt her women, which 

3 did 
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d1d nothing but weepe. The next day ſhee 
ſent for the Duke > 25 Bag and they two, 
all ftaaders by being re moved , had long 
talke together : hee at length withdrawing 
hirſclfe to his lodgings, caſt the Ring a- 
way from him,which the 2«ecexe had given 
him, and foone tooke it up againe, taxing 
with one or two jcercs the lightneſſe of 
Women, and the inconftancy of 1lan- 
ders. 

The Lseene amongſt theſe perplexcd co- 
gitations of Marriage ſome perſwading her 
to marry,others ſoliciting her to the con- 
trary : others perſwaded that ſhe was re- 
| ſolved in minde to marxy ; others againc, 

that (he nigh: better provide for the Com- 
mon-wealth, and her owne glory by an un- 
tarned life, than by marriage : ſome fay- 
ing that it ihe marryed a ſubjeRt,ſhe would 
draw diſhonour upon her ſclfc by diſpa- 
r2gcment, and give occaſion to Domelticall 
grudges and commotions ; Others faid,that 
it (he marr1-d aſtranger, ſhec ſhould fub- 
jet both her ſelfe and her people under a 
torraine yoake, ani cndanger Religion : 
ſome not forgeiting to tell her, how unhap- 
py had becne the marriage of her filter 
AMary,with Philip the Spaniih King ;And 

now 
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how unlucky that marriage of her great 
Grandfather Edward the fourth, who was 
the firſt of all the Kings of Exglazd (ince 
the Norman Conqueſt, which had taken his 
ſubjetto wite : Her glory alſo, which b-- 
ing unmarried,remained to her ſelfe whol- 
and unblemiſhed, ſhould by marriage be aſ- 
cribed unto her husband : And bciides the 
perrills by Cencep:ion and Child-bearing, 
obzeAed by the Phyſitians and her women, 
out of hidden cauſes, which many times 
{tacke in her minde : all theſe did much de- 
terreand terrifie her from marrying : The 
whole Kingdome did folicite her to marry, 
ſaying that marriage was moſt honourable, 
and appoynted by God , and honoured by 
Chriſt himſclfe , ſaying, that the Kings of 
England bave never _ more carcfull of 
any thing,than that the royall family might 
not faile in ifſue :; alleaging, that a King- 
dome received from Anceſtors 1s to be lefr 
ro Child ren;who will be both an ornament 
and a {trength to the Realme : If lacke of 
Children uſe to bee inflited by God as a 
great puniſhment , aſwell upon Royal as 
private familics ; what,and how great a (tn 
may it bec,if the Prince volantarily plucke 

Ev by 
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it upon himſelfe , whereby an infigite 


hcape of miſcries muſt needes ov erwhelme 
the Common-wealth , with all calamities, 
which the minde of man cven dreadcth to 
remember : Which that it may not come to 
paſſe,not onely wee few that are here pre- 
ſent, but even all England ; yeaall Em glifp- 
mex,doc proſtrate our ſelves at your tcete, 
and with bumble voyce and frequent ſighes, 
doe from the bottome of our hearts moſt 
wubmulltvely pray and beſeech you, | 
The 2Ymueexe returned them this anſwer : 
Concerning marriage, which ye ſo carncſt- 
ly move me to, I have beene long ſince per- 
iwaded, that I was ſent intothis world by 
God, to thinke and to doc thoſe things 
chiefly which may tend to his glory,and the 
benefit of my owne ſoule hercatter : Here- 
upon have I choſen that kinde of life, which 
is molt free from the troubleſome cares of 
this world, that I may attend the ſervice of 
Godalone : All thele things did I thinke 
upon whea I was a private perſon : But now 
that the publicke care ef governing tlic 
Kingiome 1s laide upon me, to draw upon 
ne alſo the cares of aggrriage,inay ſeeme a 
 poynt of inconſiderate folly : yea, to fatisfic 
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you, I havealrcady joyned my ſ(clfe in mar” 
riage to an husband, namely, to the King” 
dome of England: And behold , (aidl ſhee> 
which I marvaile yec have forgotten, the 
pledge of this my wedlocke and marriage 
with my Kingdome, & therewith ſhe drew 
the Ring from off her finger and ſhewed it, 
wherewith at her Coronation ſhe had in 4 
{ct forme of words ſolemnly given her lclte 
in marriage to her Kingdome. And doe 
ot aid ſhe upbraid me with miſerable lack 
of Children ; forevery one of you , and as 
many as arc Engliſh-men, are as Children 
and Kinfmeca to me : of whom, it God de- 
prive me not, which God forbid, I cannot 
without 1njury be accounted barren : ButI 
commend you that yce have not appoynted 
mean Husband, for that were mol wawor- 
thy the Majeſty of an abſolute Princeſle, 
and unbeſceming their wiſedome which are 
SubjeAs borne. Nevertheleſlecit it pleaſe 
God that I enter into another courſe of lite, 
I promiſe you I will doc nothing which 
may bee prejudiciall to the Common- 
wealth ; But will rake ſuch a Husband, as 
neare as may be,as will have as great a care 
ofthe Common-wealth, as iny ſzIfe. But 
if I continne in this kind of Lite I have bee 
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gunne I doubt not but God will ſo dire 
ininc owne and the Counſailes,that ye ſhall 
not necede todoubt of a Succeflor , which 
may bee more beneficiall tothe Common- 
wealth, than he which may be borne of me, 
conſidering that the iſſue of the beſt Princes 
many times degenerateth : And to me it 
ſhall boa full fatisfaRtion both for the me- 
moriall of my name,and for my glory alſo; 
if when I ſhall let my laſt breath, it be in- 
graven upon my Marble Tombe, Here /y- 
eth Elizabeth, which reigned a Virgin and ay» 
e4 a Virgin, | 
Many other matches were propounded 
tothe Durene, but ſhe gave them all wile, 
and medeſt Anſwers ; and ſo ſhe ſpent her. 
whole rcigne in moſt magnificent ſtate and 
honaur ; aiding her friends with mony,and 
tcrrifying her foes and encmics with cou- 
rage and conqueſt , for ſhee her ſelfe went 
in perſon upon any occaſion into the field : 
which did fo animate her ſouldiers that 
they were both ſtout, willing, and couragi- 
ous upon the firſt ſummons of any warlicke 
deſigne. Many troubles ſhe had in Ircland 
by Rebbels, and ſome in Scotland ; but ſtill 
ſhce went away with the honour and rc- 
nowne :and ariying to the age of 70.yearcs
